Sir: 

The Board sent an order returning the undocketed appeal to the examiner, 
for this application, stating that the Appeal Brief fee has not been collected. 

This particular application has been up to the Appeal Board, back to the 
examiner, a number of times. The initial appeal, filed in the Patent Office on April 
20, 2001, included an appeal filing fee in the amount of $210.00. Then, when the 
brief was filed upon appeal, an Appeal Brief fee of $210.00 was paid to the 
Patent Office on July 16, 2001 . The Applicant resubmitted its Appeal Brief on 
February 14, 2002. 

On June 18, 2003, the Board ruled in the Applicant's favor, and reversed 
the examiner's rejection of claims 2-6, and 8. 




The examiner issued another office action, after the Board's decision, on 
August 20, 2003. 

Applicant filed another Notice of Appeal on June 28, 2004, and paid a 
second appeal fee in the amount of $165.00. An Appeal Brief was filed on July 
27, 2004. 

An Appeal Brief, for the second time, was filed on July 27, 2004. 

It cannot be determined from the Rules if each time an Appeal Brief is filed 
in the same case, that a fee must be paid to the Patent Office. If not, since 
Applicant has already paid the appeal fee and a brief fee, once in this case, then 
no longer fees are due upon appeal. MPEP Section 1200 is silent on this point.
